MRS. HOYLER TOLD HER STORY 


And H« r Pmtho r ll» d Nam« thinK 
0« to « U*« to kuartna Waa llahind the 
DrMa« r—The Fart Tallo a Flafed-Uo rto r

Braver , Dec. 
18.—[Special.)—The 
trial o f Do cto r Marshall began this 
mo rning, and befo re the no o n ho nr at 
least two sensatio ns had aro nsed the 
great cro wd o f spectato rs, and set them 
all thinking mo re than they have ever 
tho ught o f this particular case. 
Judge Wilso n held a night sessio n o f 
co urt in o rder that all business might be 
cleared up, and this case given a clear 
co urse to day. The co urt ro o m was 
packed with an intereated cro wd, but 
so me witnessea spo ke so lo w they co uld 
no t be heard a do zen feet fro m the 
stand. It had little effect upo n the spec­ 
tato rs, and they cro wded fo rwani their 
heads, and by extra eff<wt to hear, 
did what they co uld to make up 
fo r the lack o f co nsideratio n o n the 
part o f witnesses. The interest was in­ 
creased when the first tilt between the 
co ntending atto rneys sho wed that Ho n. 
J. M. Buchanan was there to take ad­ 
vantage o f every o ppo rtnnity to push 
fo rward the cause o f Do cto r Marshall. 
The pro mpt auuo uncemeiit o f the at­ 
to rney co nvinced the cro wd no t alo ne 
o f hisabiUty, but also o f his earnestness, 
and 
everybo dy 
watched 
eagerly 
thro ugho ut the mo rning fo r so mething 
nnusnal to happen, and it happ» med. 
Judge Wilso n was o n the bench, and 
Judge Meo klem, D. A. Sto ne and Dis­ 
trict Atto rney D, M. Twifo rd were in 
their places to pro secute the actio n, 
when Ho n. J. M. Buchanan and J. L. 
Ho lmes appeared o n behalf o f Do cto r 
Marshall. At 9 o ’clo ck the wo rk o f call­ 
ing a jury began, and 11 men were so o n 
fo und who tho ught they co uld co nscien­ 
tio usly serye. Then came the first sen­ 
satio n, and it was a pro ceeding so uii-1 
usual 
that 
a 
buzz 
o f 
asto uish- 
mept ran thro ugh the audience, while 
atto rneys lo o ked at each o ther in blank 
amazement, no t a few shaking their 
heads as tho ugh they knew the co m- 
mo uwealth had already sho wn signs o f 
weaknetM. 
The district atto rney asked fo r what 
is kno wn in Pennsylyania co urts as a 
king’s jury. The priyilege dates fro m 
the time when the state was a co lo ny, 
and the law was bo rro wed fro m so me o f 
the o ld statutes o f England. It allo ws 
the 
co mmo nwealth 
to 
demand 
a 
; ury so 
satisfacto ry 
to 
the 
state 
that ibi o fficers are co nyinced the 
yerdict will be against the accused. 
The law is generally co nsidered a relic 
o f tho se days when it was necwwary to 
upho ld the go vernment regardless o f 
justice, and fo r so me reaso n has never 
been repealed. 
It was last used in the 
co urts o f this co unty when Senato r (^uay 
bro ught suit against the Beaver Star. 
The defense o bjected to this resurrec­ 
tio n 
o f 
the

law, 
but 
the 
co urt 
ruled 
it 
was 
all 
right, 
and the wo rk o f thro wing o ut jury­ 
men 
was 
co mmenced. 
The 
third 
had scarcely been declared unfit fo r duty, 
when thro ugh an erro r the jury list was 
handed to Mr. Buchanan. Quick as 
lightning his eye ran do wn the page, 
and taking in the co ntents with little 
mo re time than if the actnm had been a 
tho ught, he sprang to his feet: 
We accept the jury,” he po intedly 
said. 
That settled the king’s jury idea, and 
ths district atto rney was co mpelled to 
ackno wledge himself beaten, which hs 
did by a lo o k o f chagrin and disappo int­ 
ment. 
All the in-eliminaries having been 
cleared away. Mr. Twifo rd stated the 
case fo r the co mmo nwealth, and Rev. 
W. J. McOro ry, o f Ro chester, was 
called as the first witness. 
He briefly 
said Do ctm- Marshall was married by 
him June 14. 1888. 
There was a stir in the co urt ro o m as 
the preach« -retired, and Mrs. Ho yler 
was called. 
The appearance o f the 
pro eecuting witness did no t indicate 
co nfidence, and her vo ice was weak. 
She to ld them ho w she had lived at 
Smith’s Ferry in Juiuary 1896 with her 
husband, in a ho use o o cufned in part by 
Mrs. Dawso n, and that she had kno wn 
Do cto r Marshall since she was six years 
o ld. He was her physician befo re she 
was married, and sino e that time. At 
the time given. Do cto r ManbaU, she 
said, called. She to ld him o f her illness, 
and he made an 
examinatio n, and 
co mmitted the 
crime. 
Again 
in 
March the o peratio n was repeated. 
Meantime they bad mo ved to the ho uae 
o f her father, and she said she to ld the 
do cto r hia o mirae o f actio n was no t right. 


and in April he came again. 
After this 
visit she to ld her sto ry to Ho yler. 
At this po int she was asked the date 
o f telling her husband, and repliiMl it 
was in May o f this year. “ Why did yo n 
tell him at that time?” asked Mr. 
Buchanan, but the pro secutio n 
o b­ 
jected, and the o bjectio n was sustained. 
Mrs Ho yler was allo wed to pro ceed, 
and said a great deal abo ut her child, 
the natur« ' o f her ailmo nt, and so me 
talk she had had with IXx'to r Marshall 
o o nceming the parentag» * o f the child. 
No w apptared the wmsatio nal part o f 
her testimo ny. Last Mar her father 
summo ned Do cto r Marshall t»» Smith’s 
Ferry by telepho ne, and Ho yler ar­ 
ranged to have a party o o nceaUni b»» 
hind the dreeser in her ro o m during the 
visit. The do cto r came, she said, and 
after he défait(*d the man came fro m 
behind the dress<» r. She did no t kno w 
who was there, but when he appeanxi, 
saw it was her father. They arranged 
ano ther meeting, but the plans wen» 
changed, 
and 
Do cto r 
Marshall 
instructed 
by 
telepho ne 
no t 
to o o me, bat he apfxwed. 
His co ming 
being a surpris*» they did no t have a 
party co ncealed in the ro o m, but they 
decidt» d to have 
ano ther 
meeting. 
This time Detective Ike Lazarus was 
to be b(>hind the dresser when Do cto r 
M vshall came. He was there, and it 
was also arranged that she sho uld rais*» 
the windo w blind a* a signal fo r Oftlcer 
Talio n, statio iH'd o u the o utsid*« , who r*« 
he o o uld see the windo w, to o o me in 
and arr**st the dtjcto r. Wlmn asked 
if she knew

tered, she said she did, and that she 
knew it these men were at their sta­ 
tio ns. 
Harvey Wallace, father 
o f 
Mrs. 
Ho yler, was pnt o n the stand, and was 
a po o r witn» » ss. 
He sixmo Hl nervo us, 
and talked law. He ackuo whHlgwl he 
was b« ihind a 
bureau o n May 
16, 
and heard the dixto r and Mrs. Ho yh'r 
talk. He ask« » d what was the matter,and 
she said she was no t so sick as she was 
wo rried IsH-anse they ha« l laxju U» o inti­ 
mate, and he was the father o f her child. 
He to ld her no t to w'o rry as he had taken 
every pris-autio u. 
Th« » witm» ss was 
cro ss examimxi by Mr. Buchanan, and 
said he knew so mething was wro ng be­ 
cause Ho yler had to ld him he was suspi­ 
cio us o f the relatio ns between his wife 
and the do cto r. 
“Did yo u kno ck Ho yler do wn, o r ask 
yo ur daughter?’’ 
“ No . It was arranged fo r me to 
listen the next time he came.” 
“ That is. yo u wo nld go there « fo r the 
purpo se o f prtiving year daughter’s 
shame?" 
“ I wanted to kno w if it was true." 
“ Yo n knew, did yo u, that yo u wo uld 
be pro ving yo ur o wn grandso n illégiti­ 
mité ?" 
“ I was after po ints.” 
That ended the sessio n, and co nrt ad­ 
jo urned until 1 ;80. The audience was 
larger than ever when it co nvened. 
Wallace said he did no t se** a lawyer 
befo re hiding b« *hind the bnrean, but he 
went ther« » lao anse Ho yler to ld him. He 
to ld his daughter what he had heard. 
Mr. Sto ne asked a few nnimpo rtant 
questio ns, and Wallace was allo wed 
to go . 
The last witness o f the co mmo n­ 
wealth was Detective Lazaims.who said 
he went to Atto rney Sto ne’s o ffice in 
Beaver, May 19, in answer to a tele­ 
pho ne message.

charge, and the co ntract was made. 
That night he and Co nstable W. G. 
Talio n went to Smith's Ferry anned 
with the necessary f» per» . They met 
Ho yler 
and 
Wallace 
at 
Ho y 1er's 
bo use, and the arrangements were 
made. Talio n and Wallace then left 
and he and Ho yler went to bed. After 
breakfast he go t behiud the Imrean, and 
the do cto r came at 8 :40. He asked Mrs. 
Ho yler, who was in the ro o m, ho w it 
was, and she said he had bro ught 
her 
tro uble, 
that 
the 
l>aby 
was 
large, 
and 
they 
didn’t 
have large children in their family. 
The Ao iAo x said she o ught to be pro ud 
o f her bo y, and she asked if he reniem 
bered when he had anything to do with 
her, and he said o n Jan. 29, and April 
16 and 24. Lazarus said he was within 
10 feet o f them, and heard every wo rd. 
At this po int he heard the windo w blind 
rattle, and Talio n came in the fro nt 
do c» -, and Lazarus hastened to leave his 
po sitio n. 
“ I heard him say," said the detective. 
“ *I have a warrant fo r yo u.’ ‘My Go d, 
this M a putnp jo b,’ exclaimed the da - 
to r." 
“ Do yo u think it was a put np jo b?" 
asked the atto rney. ^ 
"No . I do n’t think it was." 
The witness was handed o ver to Mr. 
Buchanan, and the o o as examinatio n 
was severe. He said he received

morning, and before the noon hoar At 
least two sensation* had aroused the 
great crowd of spectators, and set them 
all thinking more than they have ever 
thought of this particular case. 
Judge Wilson held a night session of 
court in order that all business might be 
cleared up, and this case given a clear 
course today. The court room was 
packed with an interested crowd, but 
some witnesses spoke so low they could 
not be heard a dozen feet from the 
stand. It had little effect upon the spec 
taters, and they crowded forward their 
heads, and by extra effort to hear 
did what they could to make up 
for the lack of consideration on the 
part of witnesses. The interest was in 
creased when the first tilt between the 
contending attorneys showed that Hon 
lf. Buchanan was there to take ad­ 
vantage of every opportunity to push 
forward the cause of Doctor Marshall 
The prompt announcement of the at 
torney convinced the crowd not alone 
of his ability, but also of his earnest ii ess, 
and 
everybody 
watched 
eagerly 
throughout the morning for something 
nnnsnal to happen, and it happened. 
Judge Wilson was on the bench, and 
Judge Meoklem, D. A. Stone and Dis­ 
trict Attorney D. M. Twiford were in 
their places to prosecute the action, 
when Hon. J. M. Buchanan and J. L 
Holmes appeared on behalf of Doctor 
Marshall. At 9 o’clock the work of call 
ing a jury began, aud ll men were soon 
found who thought they could conscien­ 
tiously serve. Then came the first sen­ 
sation, and it was a proceeding so un­ 
usual 
that 
a 
buzz 
of 
astonish­ 
ment ran through the audience, while 
attorneys looked at each other in blank 
amazement, not a few shaking their 
heads as though they knew the com­ 
monwealth had already shown signs of 
weakness. 
The district attorney asked for what 
is known in Pennsylvania courts as a 
king’s jury. The privilege dates from 
the time when the state w*as a colony, 
and the law was borrowed from some of 
the old statutes of England. It allows 
the 
commonwealth 
to 
demand 
a 
jury so 
satisfactory 
to 
the 
state 
that its officers are convinced the 
verdict will be against the accused. 
The law is generally considered a relic 
of those days when it was necessary to 
uphold the government regardless of 
justice, and for some reason has never 
been repealed. 
It was last used in the 
oourts of this county when Senator Quay 
brought suit against the Beaver Star. 
The defense objected to this resurrec­ 
tion 
of 
the 
old 
law, 
but 
the 
oourt 
ruled 
it 
was 
all 
right, 
and the work of throwing out jury 
men 
was 
commenced. 
The 
third 
had scarcely been declared unfit for duty, 
when through an error the jury list was 
handed to Mr. Buchanan. Quick as 
lightning his eye ran down the page, 
and taking in the contents with little 
more time than if the action had been a 
thought, he sprang to his fee t: 
We accept the jury,” he pointedly 
said. 
That settled the king’s jnry idea, and 
tbs district attorney was compelled to 
acknowledge himself beaten, which ha 
did by a look of chagrin and disappoint­ 
ment. 
All the preliminaries haying been 
cleared away, Mr. Twiford stated the 
case for the commonwealth, and Rey. 
W. J. McCrory, of Rochester, was 
called as the first witness. 
He briefly 
said Doctor Marshall was married by 
him June 14, 1888. 
There was a stir in the court room as 
the preacher retired, and Mrs. Hoyler 
was called. 
The appearance of the 
prosecuting witness did not indicate 
confidence, and her voice was weak. 
She told them how she had lived at 
Smith’s Ferry in January 1896 with her 
husband, in a house occupied in part by 
Mrs. Dawson, and that she had known 
Doctor Marshall ainee she was six years 
old. He was her physician before she 
was married, and since that time. At 
the time given, Doctor Marshall, she 
said, called. She told him of her illness, 
and he made an 
examination, and 
committed the 
crime.

March the operation was repeated. 
Meantime they had moved to the house 
of her father, and she said she told the 
doctor his course of action was not right.

Mrs Hoyler was allowed to proceed, 
and said a great deal about her child, J 
the nature of her ailment, and some 
talk she had had with Doctor Marshall 
concerning the parentage of the child. 
Now appeared the sensational |>art of 
her testimony. Last May her father 
summoned Doctor Marshall to Smith's > 
Ferry by telephone, and Hoyler a r-1 
ranged to have a party concealed be 
hind the dresser in her room during th* 
viait. The doctor came, she said, and 
after he d ep a rts the man came from 
behind the dresser. She did not know 
who was there, but when he appeared, 
saw it was her father.

He was there, and it 
was also arranged that she should mist* 
the window blind as a signal for Officer 
Tallon, stationed ou the outside, where 
he could see the window, to come in 
and am-st the doctor. 
When asked

tered, she said she did, and that she 
knew it these men were at their sta 
tions. 
Harvey Wallace, father 
of 
Mrs 
Hoyler, was put on the stand, and was 
poor witness. 
He seemed nervous, 
and talked law. 
He acknowledged hr 
was behind a 
bureau on May 
15, 
and heard the doctor and Mrs. Hoyler 
talk. He asked what was the mutter,aud 
she said she was not so sick as she was 
worried Isx-ause they had lx*en too inti­ 
mate, and he was the father of her child. 
He told her not to worry as he had taken 
every pm-autiou. 
The witness was 
cross examined by Mr. Buchanan, and 
said he knew something was wrong be­ 
au sc Hoyler had told him he wasauspi- 
ions of the relations bet ween his wife 
aud the doctor. 
"Didyou knock Hoyler down, or ask 
your daughter?" 
No. It was arranged for me to 
listen the next time he came.” 
That is. von would go there «for the 
purpose of proving your daughter’s 
shame?” 
"I wanted to know if if was true.” 
"You knew, did you, that you would 
be proving your own grandson iliegifi 
mite?” 
" I was after points." 
That ended the session, and court ad 
journed until I ‘JO. The audience was 
larger than ever when it convened. 
Wallace said he did not set) a lawyer 
before hiding behind the bureau, but he 
went there because Hoyler told him. He 
told his daughter what he had heard. 
Mr. Stone asked a few unimportant 
questions, and Wallace was allowed 
to go. 
The last witness of the common 
wealth was Detective Lazarus,who said 
he went. to Attorney Stone's office in 
Beaver, May 19, in answer to a tele­ 
phone message. 
Hoyler 
asked 
his 
charge, and the contract was mude 
That night he and Constable W. G. 
Tallon went to Smith's Ferry armed 
with the necessary papers. 
They met 
Hoyler 
and 
Wallace 
at Hoyler's 
house, and the arrangements 
were 
made. Tallon aud Wallace then left 
and he mid Hovler went to bed. 
After 
breakfast he got behind the bureau, and 
the doctor came at 8 :40. He asked Mrs. 
Hoyler, who was in the room, how it

Jones in Chicago. 
This 
proposition was declined. Then it was 
proposed to have President Compere 
meet other silver advocate* in Chicago. 
President Compere replied that he was 
too busy to leave bis office, but would 
tulk the matter over if the parties 
would come to Indianapolis. It was 
admitted that at least one represents- I 
rive of the silver cause tlid come to 
Indianapolis to see President Compere. 
None of the letters had been filed away 
with the private papers of President 
Compere, but all were tiled with the 
official correspondence of the president 
and labeled “politics." Secretary Mc­ 
Craith ami any others could get the 
letters and read them and the secretary 
did produce all of them in evidence. 
Secretary McCraith said he felt Presi­ 
dent Compere had done wrong and 
called the attention of the executive 
council to the matter. McCraith also 
stated that President Compere had 
been at Chicago at least once during 
the campaign. 
On investigation the 
executive council reported that they 
knew where President Compere was 
while in Chicago, that he did not meet 
Chairman Jones or any other politician 
there, but that he went there to confer 
with a president of an international 
onion. 
A resolution was unanimously adopted 
expressing confidence in President Com­ 
pere. 
It is now announced that a resolution 
will be offered to strike out the endorse­ 
ment of the three previous national 
conventions of free coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to I, and a Ions* and animated dis­ 
cussion is expected.
